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Signals of Spring is a Nasa funded project which allows students to track the migra- 
tion of animals using advanced technology and other resources. The main goal of the project 
is to learn what affects the migration of animals through four different areas. These areas are 
Species, Geography, Vegetation, and Weather. This year we tracked an Osprey and a 
Sandhill Crane. There were two groups of four different experts who tracked two different 
birds. These groups were called the Osprey Group and the Sandhill Crane Group. 

The Species Experts for the project were Daniel Barroqueiro and Diane Castelo- 
Branco. Their job was to learn as much pee possible about the birds. After gathering 
this information, they relayed it to thei “g _ Fe : (Boies to help the other experts on 
their quest to learning. Carlos ~ SS Sy Martins and Peter Brandao were the 
Geography Experts for their respectable i Ss groups. As geography experts, 
they had to see how physical land featured } \s affected the birds’ migration. Along 
with doing this, they served as an artographers and helped other members of 
their groups to identify specific regions “of the country.The Vegetation Experts for the 
two groups were Alexei Yegorov and Fatima Matos. As Vegetation Experts, they analyzed 
the updated Vegetation Imagery and the most current Photoperiod and Temperature data to 
hypothesize the bird’s further migratory pattern. As Weather Experts for the two groups, 
Jakub Wresilo and Mario Fuentes analyzed Surface Maps and Temperature Plots to see if 
the weather played a role in their birds’ migration. 

On Sunday, October 29, 2000 these students went to Mclean, Virginia to the CILT 
Conference. At this conference the students explained to NASA scientists what they did 
throughout the year, what they learned, and how they used technology to find these conclu- 
sions. A couple of months later, on Saturday, February 17, 2001, the students went to 
Essex, Connecticut to witness the annual Bald Eagle Festival. At the festival, the students 
explained the project once more. In addition to this, they went on the Essex River to find 
Bald Eagles. They were lucky enough to see many Bald Eagles and an elusive Golden Eagle.
